PRIATING EACH LEVY FOR THE SPECIFIC 
PURPOSE

VALOREM 
TAXES IF SUCH TAXES ARE PAID WITHIN CERTAIN SPEC I­ 
FIED TIMES. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY TH E CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
HAMLIN, TEXAS.

Section 1. 
That there is hereby lev ied, and there shall be collected, 
for the use and support of the Municipal Gov ernment of the City 
of 
Hamlin, Tex as, and to prov ide Interest and Sinking Funds, for the fiscal 
y ear beg inning April 16th, 19 39 , and ending April 15th, 19 40, upon all 
property , real, personal and mix ed, within the Corporate limits of said 
City , subject to tax ation, for the y ear 19 39 , a Tax of One Dollar and 
F ifty Cents ($-1.50) on each One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) v aluation of 
property , said tax being so lev ied and appropriated to the specified pur­ 
pose herein set forth: 


(1) 
For the maintenance and support of the General Gov ernment 
(General F u n d ), Six ty Fiv e Cent ($.65) on each One Hundred Dollars 
U 100.00) v aluation of property , and 
(2) 
For the Interest and Sinking Funds, Eig hty Fiv e Cents ($.8 5) 
on each One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) v aluation of property , to be ap­ 
portioned as follows: 
(a) 
For Waterworks Bonds and Warrants, Forty Cents ($.40) 
(b) 
For Sew er Bonds, Thirty Cents ($.3 0 ), and 
c) 
For Street Improv ement Bonds, Fifteen Cents ($.1 5).

All tax pay ers shall be allowed discounts for the pay ment 
of tax es due the City of Hamlin, Tex as, said discounts to be allowed under 
the following conditions:

3% Discount on ad v alorem tax es due the City , if such tax es 
are paid within the month o f October of the y ear for which such tax es 
are lev ied, or 9 0 day s before the 
date when 
they

are paid within the month of Nov ember of the y ear for which such tax es 
are lev ied, or 60 day s before the date when they w'ould otherwise become 
delinquent.

tax es due the City , if such tax es 
are paid within the month of December of the y ear for which such tax es

Section 3. 
There is hereby lev ied and shall be collected from ev ery 
person, firm, association, or corporation pursuing any occupation tax ed 
by the General Laws of the State of Tex as, an annual Occupation Tax , 
equal in each instance to one-half of the Statte Occupation Tax , which 
said tax es shall be paid annually in adv ance, ex cept where otherwise pro­ 
v ided by the State laws, in which ev ent the same shall be paid as is pro­ 
v ided by the State Law. 
Section 4. 
All receipts for the City not specifically apportioned by 
this ordinance, are hereby made pay able to the General Fund of the City . 
Section 5. 
All money s collected usder this ordniance for the specific 
items therein named, be and the same are hereby appropriated and set 
apart for the specific purpose indicated in each item, and that the Asses­ 
sor and Collector of Tax es, the City Treasurer and City Secretary , shall 
keep these accounts so as to readily and distinctly show the amount col­ 
lected, the amounts ex pended, and the amount on hand at any time, oe- 
long ing to such funds, it is hereby made the duty of the Tax Assessor 
ir>d Collector of Tax es, and ev ery person collecting money for the City 
of Hamlin, Tex as, to deliv er to the City Treasurer or City Secretary at 
the time of depositing any money s, a statem ent showing to what fund 
such deposit should be made and from what source receiv ed.
